Spring  Outlook  issue 


This  issue,  which  has  been  prepared  with 
particular  reference  to  the  report  of  fa,miers' 
intentions  to  plsjat  as  issued  March  19  "by  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  brings  up  to  date  the  1937  outlook  for 
tobacco,  which  was  issued  by  the  Bureau  in  co- 
operation with  Federal  and  State  extension  workers 
last  November. 


SUfMARY 

Tobacco  groT/ers  report  intentions,  n.s  of  March  1,  to  incre-se  total 
acreage  of  all  types  of  tobacco  by  approximately  15  percent  over  the  1936 
harvested  acreage.   Since  consumption  is  increasing,  and  stocks  of  most 
types  are  expected  to  be  lower  this  year  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  1935 
marketing  see^son,  the  general  market  outlook  for  tobacco  remains  favorable 
despite  the  indicated  increase  in  acreage, 

fith  two  minor  exceptions,  both  among  the  cigar  types,  the  intended 
acreage  for  every  type  of  tobacco  is  larger  thoJi  last  year's  harvested 
acreage.   The  increases  indicated  for  the  importcOit  classes  and  tj'pes 
range  from  3  percent  f^r  Maryland  tobacco  to  30  and  31  percent,  respectively, 
for  do,rk  air-cured  and  Burley.   G-rowers  of  flue-cured  tobacco  indicate  an 
increase  in  acreage  of  10  percent.   Indicc„ted  acreage  of  cigar  tobacco  is 
up  11  percent,  and  fire-cured  9  percent  over  the  harvested  acreage  in  1936. 

With  the  indicated  acreage,  the  outlook  now  appears  favorable  for 
Burley,  cigar,  and  dark  air-cured  types.  There  is  more  -oncertainty,  however. 
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in  the    outlook  for  flue-cured  and  Maryland.      In  tho  case  of  flue-cured 
tobacco,    average   yields  would   result   in  a  narket    situation   sinilar   to   that 
of    last   year,    but    yields   naterially   above  average   vrould   result    in   a   production 
which  probably  could  not  be   sold  at   prices   satisfactory   to   growers.      The  un- 
certain factor   in  the  Maryland   situation  is   the  deiuand  outlook,   but   tho   avail- 
able  infornation  on   prospective   der.iand   scens  r.oderately  favorable   at   present. 
Only  for   the  fire-cured   types   does  the   outlook  appear  definitely  discouraging. 

FLUE-CURED,   TYPES    11-14 

Flue   cured  tobacco    acreage  this   year   is   expected   to  be  about  968 

thousand  acres   if  growers  carry  out    their  March   1   intentions.  This   represents 

a  10  percent   increase   over  last   year's   harvested  acreage,   but  it   is   a  little 
less  than  the   1920-32  average. 

The   outlook  with  this   increased  acreage  will   depend  alnost   entirely   on 
the  yields   obtained.      With   a  yield  this  year  equal   to   the  1931-35   average   of 
766   pounds  per  acre,   production  would  be  about   l[6  laillion  pounds   larger  than 
last   year.      Since  the  1936-37  disappearance   is   expected  to  be   about   the   sar:ie 
as  the  1936  production,   stocks   at   tho  beginning  of  the   1937-38   narkcting  year 
will  probably  be   about  the   Ea;-.:e   as  last   year,    which  would  niean   that   ^an   increase 
in  producticn  would  represent   an  equivalent   increase   in  total   supplies,    amount- 
ing to   about   46  nillion  pounds   on   a  f arn-sales-weight  basis. 

Dor.estic   consunption  is   expected  to   continue   its  upv/ard  trend.      Soce 
increase   is  believed   likely  in  European  demand,  but   this   nay  be  partially 
offset  by   the   unfavorable   outlook   in  the   Orient,    and  total    foreign  demand  is^ 
not    expected  to   bo  much  higher   than   last   year.      T.oking  the   domestic    and  foreign 
situation  together   a  moderate    increase  in   demand   is   expected.      It    seems 
probable,    therefore,    that    such    an  increase   in   supply  would   result   in   a  market 
situation  not   greatly  different   from  that   of   last   year  when  prices  averaged 
about   22  cents   per   pound.      On  the   other  hand,    yields  materially   above   the 
average  would  bring  about   a  production  in    excess   of   expected  requirements,    and 
would  probably  result    in   correspondingly  lower  prices.

A  31  percent  increase  in  acreage  over  last  year's  relatively  small 
harvested  acreage  is  indicated  by  the  March  1  intentions  of  Burley  growers. 
This  would  Tnean  U05  thousand  acres  of  Burley,  ^hich  would  still  be  22 
thousand  acres  less  than  the  192S-32  average. 

Because  of  unusually  Iot^  production  last  year,  incr  ased  consumption, 
and  losses  of  leaf  tobacco  as  a  res'olt  of  flood  conditions,  stocks  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1937-32  marketing  year  are  exj.:ected  to  be  about  I30  million 
pounds  less  than  those  of  October  1,  193^,  T^hich,  on  a  farm- sales-height 
basis,  amounted  to  682  million  pounds.   If  the  1931-35  average  yield  of  792 
pounds  is  obtained  this  year,  a  production  of  3^1  million  pounds  r^ould  re- 
sult -  lOU  million  pounds  more  than  last  year.   Since  this  increase  in  pro- 
duction -^Toold  not  offset  the  expected  decrease  in  stocks,  total  supplies 
would  be  less  than  those  of  October  1,  193^.   Even  if  the  high  193^  yield 
of  SU5  pounds  per  acre  were  obtained  on  the  intended  acreage  this  year,  the 
total  supply  wo-uld  be  only  a  little  above  the  short  supply  of  193^. 


In  view  of  these  circumstances  and  the  fact  that  a  further  increase 
in  the  demand  for  Burley  in  cigarettes  is  expected;  the  outlook  for  this 
type  of  tobacco  remains  favorable.

Thoufh  the  1936  riroduction  of  I!aryland  tolDacco  T-as  the  largest  on 
record,  according  to  presen.t  estinates,  if  the  present  rate  of  disappearance 
is  naintained,  stocks  on  January  1,  1938  v;ill  not  he  significantly  different 
from  those  of  January  1  this  year. 

Intended  acreaf:^e  this  year  is  one  thousand  acres  larger  than  last  year's 
37  thousand  harvested  acres,  hvit  production  is  not  likely  to  increase  unless 
unusually  hirh  yields  are  ohtained.   V/ith  little  change  in  sight  for  either 
production  or  stocks,  prospective  demand  is  the  chief  element  in  the  outlook 
for  the  1937  crop.   This  factor  appears  moderately  favorahle  at  the  present 
time.  An  increase  in  domestic  consuiiption  is  likely  to  result  from  the  expand- 
ing cigarette  "business,  and  nhile  there  have  hecn  material  losses  in  the 
foreijcrn  trade  in  Maryland  tohacco,  present  indications  suggest  some  improvement,

Althoiij:;!!  the  consuraption  of  snuff,  the  chief  c'.onestic  outlet  for  fire- 
cured  tohacco,  has  recently  shovm  a  sr/ir?.ll  increase,  there  has  hcen  a  con- 
sistent clOTTnward  trend  in  es^ports,  v/hich  constitute  the  "bulk  of  the  d.is- 
aToearnnce  of  these  tj'TJes  of  tohacco.   This  downward  trend  is  eiocctcd  to 
continue.   To  red.ucc  excessive  stocks,  lar.^c  quantities  have  "been  diverted 
to  hj^'-pro due t  uses  durinr  the  past  year  und.er  a  temporary  pro^^ra-i  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Adninistration. 

T/ith  nomal  yields,  a  prod.uction  in  excess  of  protatle  requircnents 
is  to  he  expected  fron  the  intended  acrepfe.   V/ith  these  facts  in  mind,  even 
alloninj-  for  sonc  loss  of  lerif  tohacco  fron  flood  da:;ai?c,  there  appears  to 
"be  no  justification  for  the  9  percent  increase  in  acreat^e  indicated  for  this 
year.

QrTOvievs   of  all  dark  air-cured  types  of  toToacco  intend  to  increase  their 
totn.1  acrer.;::c  atout  30  percent  alcove  that  harvested,  in  1936.   If  avera;:e  yields 
are  o"btained,  this  V70uld  result  in  a  prod.uction  of  a'bout  38  million  pounds, 
which  is  approxinately  equal  to  the  expected  1933-37  disappearance,   \7ith  pro- 
duction thus  offsetting  consumption  in. the  previous  year,  total  supplies  are 
likely  to  ho  ahout ■ the  saine  as  the  conpargtivcly  snail  1935  supply  of  88  nillion 
pounds.   Since  denand  cond.itions  are  also  expected  to  renain  about  the  same, 
the  outlook  continues  favorahle.

Hej'jorted  intentions  indicate  an  11  percent  increase  in  the  acreage  of 
ciga.r  tolDacco  with  the  filler  class  showing  a  10  percent  increase,  the  "binder 
class  15  percent,  and  the  wrapper  class  7  percent.   Consumption  of  cigar  to- 
hacco  has  "been  greater  than  production  during  the  last  3  years,  ajid  the  in- 
creases in  a.creage  indicated  for  1937  do  not  appear  to  "be  large  enough  to 
change  this  situation.   In  the  case  of  the  filler  types,  an  average  5-ield  on 
the  intended  acreage  would  result  in  a  production  of  only  46  million  pounds, 
while  disappearance  during  193^-37  ^rill  pro"ba"bly  "be  55  million  pounds  or  more. 
The  indicated  acreage  of  the  "binder  types  woiild  produce  from  UO  to  Uy  million 
pounds,  depending  on  the  yield,  conrpared  with  an  estimated  193^37  disappear- 
o-nce  of  65  million  pounds  or  more.   Expected  production  of  the  -rrr^pper  types 
appears  to  "be  more  in  line  wit'h  consumption,  "but  may  "be  a  little  lers  than 
requirements. 

In  view  of  these  circ-omstances  and  the  increasing  cons^oraption  of  cigars, 
the  outlook  for  all  3  classes  continues  fav6ra"ble.
